- would be permitted on a plot of 
this sire, not the 44 proposed units. 

Seventeen units have been 
reserved for affordable housing 
in exchange for increasing the 
project’s density. 

As n part of the PUD, the appli- 
cant is proposing a commons area 
in addition to the seven buildings 
that would contain the 44 hous- 
ing units. That area would 



include a playground, a coop gar:
